CLAIMS 

I claim: 

1 . An apparatus comprising 

a first member; 

a second member; and 

a third member; and 

wherein the first member has a first end and a second end and the first member has 
indentation at both the first end and the second end. 

2. An apparatus comprising 

a first member; 

a second member; and 

a third member; and 

wherein the first member is in the shape of a channel. 

3. An apparatus comprising 

a first member; 
a second member; 
a third member; 

and a hanger which is part of the first member. 

4. An apparatus comprising 

a first member; 
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a second member; and 
a third member; 

wherein the second member is comprised of a first portion and a second portion; and 
wherein the first portion is attached to a first end of the first member and the second portion is 
attached to a second end of the first member. 



5. The apparatus of claim 4 wherein 

the second member is attached to the middle of the first member. 

6. The apparatus of claim 1 wherein 

the third member is a composite part of the second member. 

7. The apparatus of claim 6 wherein 

the third member is a composite part of the second member and acts as a handle. 

8. The apparatus of claim 7 wherein 

a meeting point of the second and third members is curved. 

9. The apparatus in claim 1 wherein 

a tie hanger is part of the first member 

10. A method comprising 

using a first member and a second member to form a tie loop for a tie; 
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using a meeting point of a third member and the second member to form a tie knot for a 
tie; and 

using the third member as a handle. 

11. The method of claim 10 further comprising 

removing the tie by unwrapping the tie from the first member, 

12 The method of claim 1 1 further comprising 

pulling the first, second, and third members upward away from the tie knot. 

13. The method of claim 12 further comprising 
wearing the tie. 

14 The method of claim 10 further comprising 

hanging the tie. 

15 The method of claim 10 further comprising 

displaying the tie. 
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
